Racial Strife in Southern Africa 

The foundations of South Africa’s détente 
policy have been undermined by the Soviet- 
Cuban intervention in Angola, South Africa's 
own counterproductive effort to thwart jt 
and the weakening of Vorster’s wlack inter- 
locutors as a result of the MPLA successes. 
There is now ἃ threat of a racial war in 
southern Africa, a development which Vor- 
ster himself described in 1974 as “the fright- 
ful alternative to détente.” The nations of 
the West are directly affected by this'situa- 
tion, The security of vital sea routes and of 
supplies of essential raw materials is at 
stake, South Africa produces three quarters 
of non-Communist gold, 90 per cent of the 
West's platinum, about half its precious 
stones and vanadium, 2 third of {ts antimony, 
chromium and manganese and ἃ quarter of 
jts industrial diamonds, along with many 
other important materials. The dilemma for 
the West is that it must choose between sup- 
porting ἃ South African regime whose ideals 
gre in disharmoriy with its own, or alter- 


natively standing idly by while the Russians 
build up thelr own hegemony under the 
guise of “liberation.”

‘The stock market bad fallen apart and jobs were scarce, 
Not only was it the great Depression, but it was during prohibi- 
tion. Old-timers around the Empire State Building point out 
which Httle shops were speakeasies. It seems that- American 
Indians from upstate New York liked a little nip before lithely 
climbing around the girders 1,000 feet or more above the ground. 

‘The men never came down during a shift. Food was sent 
up and sanitation facilities were provided as they laid 10° mil- 
Mion bricks and handled 730 tons of aluminum 


steel; 50 miles of radiator pipe and 60,000 tons of steel: frame, © 


enough to build'a double-track railroad from New. ‘York to 
Baltimore. 
The building was expected to cost $50 million, but because 


of the Depression it cost just $24,718,000. It has been sold three 


times since, most recently in 1961 when an investment syndicate 
paid $65 nillion—or $6.50 8 brick. It was, at the time, the 
highest price ever paid for a building. The World Trade Center 
cost $900 million. 

‘Tenants didn't exactly beat down the door to work in the 


: Empire State Building. From 1931 to 1933, it was only 25 per 


cent’ filled. 

Some called tt “The Empty State Building” and the skeptics 
dubbed it “Al's Folly” after former New York Gov. Alfred: E. 
Smith, president of the Empire State Building Corp. 

In the late 305, however, as money became more plentiful, 
renters took notice. 

“We started going lke ἃ house afire,” recalls H. Hamilton 
Weber, a man who has been with the building since it was 
built. Weber recalls once going for a walk with the man 
responsible for the Empire State Ῥαπσίας, Jone, ὅλοου am, 
co-founder of General Motors and a power in the Du Pont 
empire. Weber and Raskob were walking by the oki Waldori- 
Astoria, Raskob told him: “We're gong to τητος the biggest 
and highest building in the world over there. I want you to 
rum ft for me.” : 

And Weber has been there ever since. By 1945, the build- 
ing was 98 per cent full. Today. it is about 94 per cent rented 
and Weber says he has no quarrels with that. Β 

“We like to kee Ῥ some space so our tenants can enlarge 
if they like,” says Weber.
